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“HEATING STREET-CARS. 


The Plan That Has Been Success- 
fully Tried in Brookiyn for 
Many Years. 


Comfort Given the Passengers at a 
Cost of Fifteen Cents a 
: Day Per Car. 


Public Opinion the Lever That Moved the 
Oorporations to Action Happy

New Tonk, Jan. 1.—[Speolal Correspond- 
ence. |—Horse-cars have been heated success- 
fully in Brooklyn the last fourteen years, al- 
though all the companies bave not ministered 
to public comfort in winter during that period. 
But for the last six years the companies have 


‘Cars are provided with stoves except the De 
Kalb Avenue Line, which adheres to the plan 
of injecting superheated steam into pipes 
charged with chemica! solution. Brooklynites 
are much pleased with the comforts afforded 
them by the car companies, and any attempt to 
deprive them of these heating conveniences 
would no doubt precipitate .a revolution, or 
something approximating one. The people and 
the press olamored long for beated cars, and 
the companies were finally compelled to yield. 
The cost of heating cars, it is found, varies 
from 10 to 15 cents per car per day—vary ing to 
a degree in proportion to tne difference in the 
price of coal to the companies. The cars are 
kept clean, there are no ashes on the floor, no 
dust arising to choke passengers, and the 
stoves are not in the way. They occupy the 
space of one passenger, and are set in place or- 
namentally. Three fares at five cents will pay 
the daily running expenses for heating. 
THE PLAN BEGUN. 

The Brooklyn City Car Company is the prin- 
cipal boree-car corporation of that city. It 
Owns 100°miles of track, covering thirteen dis- 
tinet routes, converging at Fulton Ferry, at 
the foot of Fulton street, and has about 400 
cars in daily use. Mr. William B. Lewis, the 
Secretary of the company, says that only 
within the last five years have they been warm- 
ing the cars in cold weather. While other com- 
panies, notably the Third Avenue Company of 
New Tork. were experimenting with various 
devices, the Brooklyn City Company éeemed 
it best to await results. They were 
not satisfied with the heated iron 
bars placed in cylindrical receivers under car- 
seats, nor with the injection of superheated 
steam into chemicals,which methods were soon 
abandoned by those who tested them in New 
York. Finally, five years ago, the Brooklyn 
City Company determined t use a simple sheet- 
iron cylinder stove, placed in the centre of the 
car, the pipe piercing the roof. The company 
felt compelled to do something for the public 
comfart, as the Brooklyn press was constantly 
agitating the question, and it wus well uncer- 
stood that the people who rode were the ones 
who were urging the papers to take up cudgels 
for this reform. The routes are long on this 
line, one being nearly six miles—from Fulton 
Ferry to East New York. The company was 
not altogether in favor of the new departure, 
principally, no doubt, on account of the ex- 
pense involved in fitting up the cars with 
stoves, the cost being between $10 and $12 per 
ear for stove, boxing, and pipe. But competi- 
tion brought about the result, together with 
persistent de on the part of the press, 
and the experiment was made. Now they 
would not remove the stoves from the cars, 
and the public would not stand it were it at- 
tempted. 

In order to test the question the Brooklyn 
City Company, at the outset, placed stoves in 
the cars making the longest trips—those run- 
ning to East New York. These cars carried a 
large proportion of laborers and a class with 
whom the more refined element did not choose 
to ride. To accommodate the latter, living be- 
tween the ferry and Bedford avenue, about 
half way 4 a separate line has 


New York cars, as it was felt that they would 
there more completely than elsewhere test 
their utility and prove tne sincerity of the pub- 
lic clamor. A change was noted at once. 
Those who never before would ride in East New 
York cars now used them regulariy. Traffic on 
the short-line cars in winter fell off greatly, and 
East New-Yorkers were 


warm carr were rea)ly wanted lated. 
and the fact was em by the patrons of 
their other routes when it was discovered that 
one district alone was thus favored. From 
that time to the present Brooklynites who 
travel by these routes have had warm cars. 
The cars are heated by means of a sheet-iron 
cylinder stove set in the centre of the car. It 
occupies the space of one nger. The 
otitside of — box — surrounding the — 
square, while inside its curve correspon 
with the side and rear of the stove, and is lined 
with zinc, a space of two or three inches being 
left between the stove and the zinc. This makes 
the boxing (which is of black wainut and very 
tastily finished) hollow, there being three or 
four inch holes bored in the top to allow 
heated air to escape. By thus doubling the 
partitions at the sides and leaving a small air 
space the seats next the stove are not rendered 
uncomfortabie, as they might otherwise be- 
come when the damyers are open. There is 
generally a scramble for these seats at the 
starting 6 at the ferry, and long-distance 
passengers like to make themselves comfort- 
able there. Nut coal (anthracite) is used. It 
costs the Brooklyn City Company 8.00 
per ton at dock. For kindling they 
use a refuse oak which has 


tracting acid. This wood bas a charred ap- 
pearance, is not very smoky, and requires less 
than of other kindling to ignite a coai fire. 
This wood costs 80 cents a bag, containing 
about two and a half bushels. The cars, 400 in 
number, being in constant use, are run about 
thirteen and a half hours per day, and it is es- 
timated that the cost of heating, reckoning coal

It is almost 
needless to state that this troupe comprises 
all the most prominent artists in Germany, 
headed by such names as Mme.

Marianna Brandt, Anton 
Schott, Adolf Robinson, Joseph Standigl, 
and others, and that its repertory includes, 
besides five operas of Wagner, nearly twenty 
of the most popular works of the German 
stage. Its fame has been established in 
New York, and it has the reputation 
of being one of tlie strongest troupes, 
if not the strongest, that have ever come 
to this country. Its chorus and orchestra 
possess all the freshness, vigor, and fire 
which are characteristic of the German stage. 
To bring the troupe here involves necessarily 
great expense, and Dr. Damrosch is unwill- 
ing to leave New York, where his success is 
assured, without a guaranty in the form of 
ticket-subscription that he will not suffer loss. 
Quite a list has already been “made by per- 
sohal appeal to the patrous of opera in this 
city, and circulars will at ence be sent to 
others asking for their subscription. As soon 
as the requisit number is obtained to make it 
certain that there will be no loss, the nego- 
tiations will be closed at once, These ap- 
peals should meet with a hearty and prompt 
response. Itis rare that such an opportu- 
nity is offered of hearing legitimate opera 
legitimately performed by a troupe including 
not only great artists but a magnificent en- 
semble. 


One of the purposes of Mr. Gladstone’s 
very sudden Cabinet council day before yes- 
terday is said to have been the Egyptian 
financial question. This last, the cable tells 
us, is becoming very troublesome. Any one 
who infers from this that England was losing 
any money in Egypt or was in any danger of 
losing any money there’ would be very much 
mistaken. The English papers, particularly 
the London Times, are continually making 
plaintive references to the losses which En- 
gland has sustained in Egypt. A recent edi- 
torial in that paper in advocating the British 
proposals for the settlement of the finances 
of Egypt supports them on the ground that 
England would be thereby recouped for the 
loss on the Suez Canal loan. Gen. Stone 
sends the New York Hera/d a little informa- 
tion on this point, England bought the con- 
trol of the Suez Canal eight years ago at the 
rate of 568 franes per share, The total cost 
was $20,000,000, which was borrowed from the 
Rothschilds at 3 per cent. That makes the 
total cost, principal and interest, $24,800,000. 
The day on which the London Times made 
its sad-eyed reference to England’s loss on 
the Suez Canal these shares were quoted in 
Paris at 1,890 frames per share; that is, at 
three and one-third times as much as En- 
gland paid. England has been paying the 
Rothschilds 3 per cent interest, but has ex- 
acted from Egypt 5 per cent interest. The 
present value of the canal shares and the 5 
per cent interest for eight years on the 
$20,000,000 of purchase money give En- 
gland $74,666,666. It appears from this 
that England has already made a profit of 
about $50,000,000 on that stock transaction 
+ besides having had the advantage for eight 
years of controlling the company. In other 
words, England without losing a cent could 
by selling its shares pay off the indemnities 
decreed against Egypt for the private prop- 
erty destroyed during the bombardment of 
Alexandria, and could relieve Egypt of the 
payment of $1,000,000 a year in interest.

But England has no idea of indulging in such 


generosity. She insists that the other coun- 
tries interested shall bear whateyer pecuni- 
ary sacrifices are to be made for the benefit of 
the Egyptians. Under the circumstances, 
the least the English could decently do 
would be to cease the talk about their fic- 
titious losses in Eypt. . 


SIMPLE ELECTORAL REFORM. 
There is not the slightest doubt that the 
Illinois Election law, so far as it applies to 
Chicago, is a wretched failure. Under its 
operation it is possible for a gang of un- 
scrupulous men to dis ise the majority 
of voters. This is not a matter of specula- 


tion. ‘The thing has. been done at two city 


elections, and would have been done again at 
the late November election if the prepara- 
tions of the ballot-box stuffers had not been 
exposed by the public press and defeated by 
the unexampled energy of the honest citi- 
zens, aided by the United States election of- 
ficers. But constant zeal on the part of the 
people cannot be counted upon to prevent 
manipulations of the vote. Itis only ata 
time of great public excitement that citizens 
can be induced without hope of personal re- 
ward to contribute their time and money, ex- 
ercise their nerves and muscle, and risk 
their health and lives to secure a fair elec- 
tion, which the law ought to guarantee to 
them without sueh effort. | 

It may be concluded, therefore, that unless 
some radical amendment can be procured 
which shall cure the defects of the present 
Election law citizens will lose their interest in 
Chicago elections, spare themselves the 
trouble of casting votes which will have no 
weight against ballot-box stuffing, and aban- 
dou the City and County Government to the 
gang of thieves and thugs who can always 
control it when they put their fine work 
in operation. Under the law as it stands the 
gang can always appoint its own judges and 
clerks of election; it can map out voting pre- 
cincts in dimensions. which will exclude a 
large part of the respectable yote and admit 
of a tremendous bogus vote; it can use the 
registry-lists as an auxiliary to repeating; 
and, finally, it ean stuff the ballot-boxes to 
any extent which may be found necessary to 
overcome the honest vote. It will require 
eternal vigilance and the expenditure of 
tremendous vital force at every recurring 
election—twice a year—to counteract these 
influences. The public cannot be expected 
to develop such resistance in defense of the 
franchise, and unless the law shall extend 
some reasonable protection the people will 
give up the fight. 

The movement to secure an improved elec- 
tion law is consequently timely, and the ne- 


cessity is urgent. But it must take on a 


practical shape. It must consider the parti- 
san difficulties in the way of securing the 
necessary legislation. It will appeal to a 
Legislature which is Demoeratie by one ma- 
jority in one House and Republican by one 
majority in the other, with a fierce struggle 
on hand over the election of a United States 
Senator. Jt is not likely that such a Legis- 
lature can be persuaded to frame and pass 
an entirely new, elaborate, and philosephica 
election law for the exclusive benefit of Chi- 
_ cago; but it may be willing to consider and 
pass certain amendments to the existing law

amendments should be brief, simple, and 
compreliensive, They should include three 
rules: 

1. Small 

2. Voting by daylight. 

8. Election of the judges by the people 
under the Pennsylvania plan, which enables 
the majority party to elect two and the mi- 
nority party one of the three inspectors of 
election and each party one clerk. It will be 
difficult for the raukest partisan in the Legis- 
lature to invent a plausible objection to this 
mode of selecting judges by the people, 
whereby both sides will be represented by 
men of their own selection. 

These changes in the present Election law 
will afford the desired relief from the oppres- 
sion and swindling of thé Chicago gang, and 
they will probably encounter no serious op- 
position in the Legislature. It is not impos- 
sible that they may be adopted with the 
emergency clause, which will put them in 
operation in time for our municipal election 
next spring; in any event they would go into 
effect July 1 next, in time to control the 
county election next fall. 

Ifthe enormously elaborate bill submitted 
at the Union League meeting Friday evening 
were the most perfect electoral system which 
could be devised, there are practical objec- 
tions to urging its passage before the Legis- 
lature this winter. It will not be able to 
command earnest consideration in the tumult 
of the Senatorial struggle and with the indif- 
ference of the county members. And if it 
were passed by the Legislature there is small 
hope that it could be carried before the peo- 
ple. The bill provides that it shall be sub- 
mitted at a general State or county election. 
If this clause applies to the county election 
next fall, when County Commissioners, 4 
Superior Judge, the County Judge, and the 
County Clerk are to be elected, then the pres- 
ent gang will have complete control of 
the polls, the judges, clerks, ballot-baxes, 
and all the machinery of the election, and 
will unquestionably be able to defeat it. If 
the submission of. the measure be delayed 
two years in order to.secure the restraints of 
the United States election officers, two city 
elections and one county election will inter- 
vene before the people can avail themselves 
of its protection; and even then the ballot- 
boxes may not have the protection of the 
United States election laws, which may be 
repealed before that time by the Demoerats 
and Confederates. 

The elaborate and sweeping New York 
Election law was passed by the Legislature of 
that State when the Republicans controlled 
both branches through an agitation similar 
to what is now going on in Chicago, but it 
would never have been adopted if it had re- 
quired submission to the voters of New 
York City under the control of Tammany 
Hall. 

Unfortunately the bill recommended at thé 
Union League meeting is not all that is to be 
desired. It contemplates partisan contro) of 
the polls by vesting the power to appoint the 
election commissioners in the County Judge, 
such commissioners to exercise the same 
functions in fixing the precincts and choosing 
the election judges which are now exercised 
by Van Pelt’s board at county elections and 
the City Council gang at city elections. The 
County Judge would thus become the polit- 
ical dictator of his time and place, and the 
“gang” would turn heaven and earth to 
elect a man who would make a partisan use 
of his powex, The rights of the people at 
elections might be no better protected under 
this arrangement than now, when they are at 
the mercy of the McDonald-Van Pelt-Mackin- 
Gallagher-Hansbrough gang. * 

The citizens of Chicago should go before 
the Legislature to ask for some simple 
amendment to the Election law to take effect 
immediately, and which there is a reasonable 
hope of securing, and which will cover the 
main points upon which all are agreed. 
Nothing else can be done for the present, 


“WEAK” BUSINESS-MEN. 


The correspondent whose letter on our edi- 
torial page of last Monday complained of our 
remarks about the extinction of weak busi- 
ness concerns by the current depression says 
that in 1857 he was one of those struggling 
beginners whose extermination would have 
been demanded by our cruel theory.” It is 
evident from the statement that he has sur- 
vived, as he tells us, the panics of 1857 and | 
1873, and looks with secure indifference upon 
the present that he was not weak though he 
may have been small at the start. Almost 
without exception the strong men of today— 
who were never weak—had small begin- 
nings. It is worth while to look closely into 
what it is that constitutes commercial weak- 
ness and detect if we ean the first springs of 
the insolvencies which form so depressing a 
feature of every period of industrial read- 
justment. 

The weak men are not necessarily those 
who begin with a small capital, but those 
men are almost invariably weak who attempt 
with hired capital, hired merchandise, hired 
‘Stores, hired dwellings to leap into a high 
place in the whirlpool of our modern fierce 
competitive wholesale business. During the 
wonderful expansion of the last generation 
there have been many very remarkable in- 
stances in manufactures, as well as in com- 
meree and in banking, of wonderful progress 
from very small beginnings. Itis in the ef- 
fort to repeat these brilliant careers that a 
large proportion of the men who are now 
failing in every department of business have 
weakened themselves. They overlook two 
things. One is that the times have changed 
to some extent, and that the world’s indus- 
try is no longer expanding in the same won- 
dertul way as it did under the influence of 
the gold discoveries and the railroad system 
about completed in all civilized nations and 
the boom of railroad-building ended. An- 
other thing they overlook is that the success- 
ful men of the last generation whom they de- |, 
sire to imitate did not start with the style, 
dash, and expansion which young merchants 
nowadays seem to think it necessary to put 
on in order to force their way to a high place 
in the business world with the suddenness of 
a sky-rocket. 

What makes beginners weak nowadays is 
the enormous proportion of their expenses to 
their capital. They must have fine stores, 
which places on them the burden of devour- 
ing rent. They must hire most of their 
work done so that their personal dignity 
shall not be compromised by too much per- 
sonal exertion. They must buy their goods 
on long credits and submit to a correspond- 
ing discrimination in the price. They have 
to live in a certain style in order to advertise 
their solvency and success, ‘and belong to 
‘‘elubs” and give wine dinners. These 
ventures are almost always made by several 
men as partners, and they must all live in 
equally good style and houses. Their wives 
watch each other jealously to see that no one 
is outstripped by any other, and almost in- 
sensibly a little competition between them 
springs up in their manner of living. If one 
of the wives drives a coupé one day the wife 
of another must drive a carriage the next 


day; if one goes shopping in expensive 


stores so must the others; if one buys costly 


in business and ih living is the bane of our 
mercantile community. One of the meanings 
of the present depression is that this must be 
reformed altogether. ‘There is too much style, 
too much system, too much organization, too 
much help, too large stores, tod much credit, 
too heavy an interest account, too much rent for 
house and store, too little of the old-fashioned 
way of domg the utmost possible amount of 
the work without high-priced assistance, too 
little of the old-fashioned dread of borrowing, 
too little of the ol@-fashioned thrift, and 
above above all too little at home of the old- 
fashioned disregard of the dictates of fashion. 


“FEED MY LAMBS.” 

There are some queer aspects in the at- 
tempts of the landlords to drive the native 
owners of Scotland off its soil, One of these 
appears in the proceedings of a suit brought 
by a gentleman who has leased the deer for- 
est of Kintail. He has sued a Scotchman 
who is a shoemaker and a crofter for keeping 
a pet lamb in the forest. When his case 
came into court the prosecutor took the stand 
in order to assist his case by giving his evi- 
dence. Only his own language can state the 
case: 

„It you will allow me,” he said. I will 
state the damage that the pet lamb has done. 
1 took Kintail with the right either to use it 
as a deer forest or to keep sheep on it. I 
intended to use it as a deer forest. This is 


the first case that has arisen upon the matter, 


and I want to settle the question and to nip 
it in the bud. If I get one pet lamb I may 
have a hundred, but without the pet lamb 
the cotters would doacertain amount of 
harm. What I desire is to get rid of the 
éottages and their inhabitants. I shan't 
leave a stone unturned until I get rid of 
them.” 

The gentleman who brings this suit to get 
a pet lamb out of his deer forest is the great 
American “ sportsman,” Mr. Winans of 
Baltimore, who has leased a piece of land in 
Scotland stretching from sea to sea. His 
ideas of pleasure require that this vast tract 
should not only cease to breed sheep, but 
cease to breed men. This largeslice of Scot- 
land must be monopolized for deer, and for 
deer only, that he may have the pleasure of 
destroying them. This is the use which is to 
be made of his landed property. It is an 
extreme illustration of the disposition of the 
class to which he has joined himself, and is 
all the more valuable because it is extreme, 
It shows the cruel tendency of land monopo- 


ly. 

"Chis pet lambin Mr. Winans’ transconti- 
nental preserves is more than he can stand. 
The crofter who kept this lamb in the forest 
inherited the right to do so from ancestors 
who enjoyed from immemorial custom the 
right of common pasturage there. This 
right the millionaire lessee does not propose 
to allow to survive even in the attenuated’ 
form of allowing one little pet lamb to nibble 
grass on his land. He makes haste to put an 
end to this last surviving shred of the ancient 
rights of the people. But his attack on the 
little pet lamb is only the thin edge of his 
wedge. He not only proposes to get rid of 
the little pet lamb, but of the people who are 
silly enough to pet lambs and so obstinate 
that they persist in living on land which he 
would like to be devoted entirely to deer. 
Hence he gives notice that even without 
the pet lambs the cotters would do 
harm, and that he shan’t leave a stone un- 
turned until he gets rid of the cottages and 
their inhabitants,. The exquisit cruelty of 
that sentence, without the pet lambs the 
cotters would do a certain amount of 
harm,” is matched by the exquisit absurdity 
of this campaign of a ten-millionaire ‘Ameri- 
can against a pet lamb. This is a fine illus- 
tration of the British landlord spirit, First 
the wheat and the corn are killed off, then 
the sheep, then the pet lamb, then the 
cotters, and the whole thing is given up 
to deer. Then the deer must be killed. It 
is no wonder that the demand for land re- 
form, and even land nationalization, goes on 
apace where the machinery of society and the 
law can be used for such Nihilistie purposes 
as this. 


GRAND OPERA QHEAP. 

The experiment of grand opera at cheap 
admission will be tried in this city under the 
auspices of the association of gentlemen who 
have had the courage to face the music. At 
the outset the term ‘‘ cheap opera” should 
not be misunderstood. It will be cheap only 
as compared with the extravagant tariff which 
has been charged since Col. Mapleson and 
Adelina Patti joined forces. It will not be 
cheap as compared with the prices charged 
fifteen years ago, when we had better troupes 
than any Col. M. has been in the habit of 
bringing here for the same rates of admis- 
sion which will govern the forthcoming festi- 
val in the Exposition Building. 

We are glad, nevertheless, that the ex- 
periment is to be tried, and upon the surface 
the contract appears to be one which will be 
of musical advantage to the public, whatever 
of pecuniary profit may result to the stock- 
holders; and in this matter we would advise 
them not to be sanguine, remembering the 
fate of the May Festivals given in the sama 
building with a musical array that challenges 
competition. The only advantage which this 
scheme possesses is that it is opera which 
will be presented, and that opera is more 
popular than large choral and instrumental 
works. In the adjacent country it will ap- 
peal with more attractive foree than the May 
Festivals, and if the railroads make favor- 
able excursion rates unquestionably multi- 
tudes will come here, as they will be able 
to combine pleasure with business and hear 
some of the great artists while they are 
making their svring purchases. 

Everything else being equal, a different 
class of audiences will be in attendance. In- 
stead of the wealthy and fashionable minor- 
ity there will probably be a popular and un- 
fashionable majority present. In the theatre 
or opera-house at high prices there are in- 
ducements for the wealthy and fashionable 
to attend, It is a singular eontrariety ot hu- 
man nature that many are attracted by an 
extravagant price without regard to the real 
value of the article, and look upon opera at 
$6, $8, or $10 a ticket as a luxury especially 
reserved for the privileged few, and also as 
furnishing them an opportunity to enjoy 
their luxury without coming into contact with 
the multitude. Again, the theatre or opera- 
house offers them the —— of display- 
ing toilets and jewels and of being con- 
spicuous; and this is no small partof the 
enjoyment in going to the opera. These ad- 
vantages they will not have in the Exposi- 
tion Building. They must mingle with the 
multitude and all effects of toilets will be lost 
in its huge spaces, for it is intended to utilize 
area enough to accommodate 8,000 sittings, 

Whatever the few may lose the many will 
goin, The opera is not only a great pleas- 


hundreds upon hundreds of young persons 
studying muse Who will now have the op- 
portunity öt going, and who have not been 
able to go fora long time. For the prices 
hitherto charged for ‘a single night they can 
go a whole week if they are 80 disposed. It 
is in this direction that the festival will 
be of popular benefit. It is no act of grace 
on Col. Mapleson’s part. If he were not to 
be richly reimbursed it is certain he would 
not come; and the tariff which is charged is 
not a pehny more or less than his company 
is worth, Still, it is nota matter of public 


concern how much Mapleson makes, so that 


the patrons get the worth of thelr money, 
and this they are likely to do, If the asso- 
ciation loses money they will have the popu- 
lar sympathy, If they make money and the 
festival prove a success, then there will be 
no reason why in the future we should have 
anything but reasonable prices. It per- 
haps is not necessary to remind the man- 
agers that April is one of the harshest 
and most uncotutortable months of the year 
in Chieago, and that it will be necessary to 
devise some means for heating the building. 
At both the previous May Festivals the tem- 
perature was very uncomfortable, and a 
month earlier it will be still more so. It 
should also be demanded and set down in the 
bond that there shall be no humbug or non- 
sense on the part of artists, and that for once 
they shall forego the pleasant little habit of 
singing or not, as the whim moves them. If 
the contract calls for first-class artists the 
manager must be held responsible if he sub- 
stitutes second-class. The deal must be an 
honest one, or there will never be a second 
festival. es 


ENGLAND'S SOCIAL REVOLUTION. 

The English publie is promptly informed 
by the Liberals that the new Reform bills 
just passed are but the introduction to more 
important reforms. The great reform of 
1832 was the first chapter in the repeal of the 
Corn laws, and in the beneficent labor legis- 
lation which has since occupied so large a 
share of the attention of Parliament. The 
Franchise bill and the Redistribution bill, 
which have just become laws, will similarly 
prove to be but the prelude to great changes, 
which but for the new popular force which 
these measures have introduced into the 
polities of Great Britain could not be at- 
tempted. It may easily be believed that 
Gladstone, who has given such an intense 
energy to the new Reform bills, at a time of 
life when his powers of mental combustion 
are not at their highest, would gladly see a 
halt called in the English political march 
forward. But that is not to be. 

Leaders of English liberal, if not radical, 
thought, like Sir Charles Dilke and the Pall 
Mall Gazette, have already given notice that 
there is not to be even a temporary respite 
given to those who hoped that the new Re- 
form bills closed an era of stormy political 
struggles, and inaugurated a time of placidi- 
ty, if not of inactivity, integislation. The Pall 
Mall solemnly notifies its public that the 
settlement of the question of electoral re- 
form is but the preliminary of the opening 
of a chapter in the political development of 
England fraught with yet graver issues, and 
involving questions more momentous and 
struggles fiercer and more rancorous than 
any which the English have confronted in 
the past. r Charles Dilke in a recent ut- 
terance in the same vein does not use lan- 
guage so sensational as this, but what he 
says is equally significant. ‘‘Let us 
never forget,” he said to his con- 
stituents at Aylesbury, ‘‘ that Parliamentary 
reform is not an end, but a means to an end. 
The Franchise act is a revolution, not so 
much a strictly political as a social revolu- 
tion.” Revolution is a strong word to use, 
and its free employment by Sir Charles Dilke 
in a popular address shows with what calm- 
ness English statesmen look forward to the 
widening rule of the people through the 
democratization of the suffrage. Dilke is a 
member of the Government, but he uses the 
word revolution with tranquillity, serene 
in his confidence that people with votes in 
their hands will work out their revolutions 
pacifically. 

The coming revolution which is heralded 
by the utterances of the advanced Liberals is 
to be a revolution on land laws and land 
property. Dilke’s references to this were 
plain enough. The agricultural laborer, 
he said, would expect to see some prac- 
tical benefit res to himself from his 
new political power. Having to court 
his vote, politicians would alter their at- 
titude to such matters as the inolos- 
ure of commons. The expectations of the 
Pall Mall Gaastte are more outspoken, It 
declares that the Franchise act has in a mo- 
ment transmuted the questions of free trade 
in land, security to tenants, the break- 
ing up of large estates, even land national- 
ization,” from the barren theses of 
clubs into live political issues by which 
statesmen must live or fall. It was by laws 
of Parliament that the present land monopo- 
ly of England was established, and it is only 
by laws that land monopoly—the real church 
of the aristocracy—can be disestablished. 
The Lords who by acts of Parliament grabbed 
the lands of the people must not be surprised 
if the people by the same instrumentality 
now reclaim their earthly heritage, The 
Lords by act of Parliament relieved them- 
selves of the revenues they were obliged to 
pay to the Crown as its tenants, made them- 
selves owners in fee, and compelled the peo- 
ple to pay the taxes which the Lords threw 
off, They may now expect to see a party 
arise which will demand that the same Par- 
liamentary power which was invoked to do 
this wrong shall now be called upon to set it 
right. The Scottish Land-Restoration 
insists that the lands taken from the people 
be returned to them, and a growing senti- 
ment to this effect is spreading over the coun- 
try. If Parliament can take taxes off the 
land it can put them on the land; and it will 
be strange if the new English democraey does 
nat soon see how irresistible and legitimate 
a weapon for destroying landed monopoly 
can be found in the exercise of the sovereign 
power of taxation.

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Some weeks ago THE Uke mentioned 
the fact that a movement was on foot in Chi- 
cago to establish a company whose business 
would be the guaranteeing of titles to real 


it now seems very probable that the company 
will soon be formed, althoug§ nothing definit 
respecting it must now be stated. As the pro- 
posed organization, or at least its purpose, is 
one in which a vast number of people in Chi- 
cago will be interested, a description of the 
methods of a similar company which bas been 
successful in the City of Philadelphia, fur- 
nished by a man of that place, will not me out 
of place at this time. 

Accordmg to the informant, the conduct of 
the Recorder's office had for a long time been 
such as to annoy lawyers, conveyancers, and 
real-estate men generally. The clerks as well 
as the chief of the department, who were ap- 


pointed merely for political reasons, were in 
many instances incompetent, and they fre- 
quently made most puzzling and dangerous er- 
rorsin their indexes, and data obtained there- 
from was necessarily defective. Men interested 
in the matter discovered various meaus of 
remedying the evil, but being almost powerless 
politically they soon found that any steps to- 
ward curing it must be taken outside the Re- 
corder’s office. Atlengtha number of well 
known men, headed by Mr. Oraig D. Ritchie, 
took the matter in hand, and after much con- 
tention with Recorders and lengthy legal 
proceedings in 1877 established the 
Real Estate Title & Trust Com- 
pany of Philadeiphia. The company was 
granted access to the records of the Recorder's 
Office on tue ground that any citizen had aright 
to see them and make copies of them, and 
sinee that time the company has each day re- 
ceived an official copy or abstract of all the 
deeds and mortgages recorded in the office. 
The result has been that the company is now in 
possession not only of complete indexes of all 
deeds and wortgeges recorded, but also 
of what is termed a * locality ” 
imdex of mortgages, by means of 
which the mortgages on almost any piece of 
property can be seen at a glance. These in- 
dexes were made direct from the city records 
themselves, the indexes in the Recorder's of- 
fice being ignored on account of their imper- 
Tections. 

As stated, the company has been most suc 
cessful since its organization, having gained 
the confidence of ail who are in any way inter- 
ested in real estate in the oity, as it in- 
sures for property-owners the validity of 
their titles beyond question or dispute. When 
the company started out it issued on an aver- 
age about one policy each week. Now it issues 
ten policies aday. It issues them continually 
to trust companies and all tne hospitals and 
cnaritabie institutions insist on receiving one 
of the policies with every piece of property 
transferred to them. It now has in the neigh- 
borhood of 7,500 out, and the business is in- 
creasing daily. About thirty clerks are 
employed, two or three of whom are engaged 
in the office of the Recorder of Deeds. For the 
first two years after the company was organ- 
ized no dividends were disbursed, the profits 
bemg carried over to the increase of capital. 
In 1883 there was a dividend of 8 per cent ona 
capital of $500,000, of which $285,000 is paid 
up, and last year one of 9 per cent 
on the same amount. advan- 
tages offered by the company to its customers 
are not alone expedition and absolute security 
in the transaction of business, but cheapness 
tothe purchaser or mo The usual 
charges are $15 for examination and searches, 
and one-quarter of one per cent on the amount 
insured. Previously the cost of this work was 
uncertain, but it usually varied from 
$30 upward. It is now dy the meth- 
ods employed by the company rendered 
definit, so that any one buying prop- 
erty or borrowing money on a mortgage 
can estimate in advance the cost of the trans- 
action. When thetitle is examined by the 
most careful lawyer or conveyancer loss may 
happen from error or oversight, or from neg- 
lect on the part of the public official who 
searches for judgments or other incumbrances. 
The Recorder of Deeds in Philadelphia is 
Hable for five years only for the correct- 
ness of the searches made by him, and 
losses are seldom paid without pro 
longed and expensive litigation. The 
policy of insurance which the company gives 
with every titie guarantees against all loss to 
= amount insured. The company also issues 

of search as to conveyances, mort- 
—— and Sheriff's sales, and judgments in 
the courts. The company has already issued 
nearly 75,000 of these. Among other busi- 
ness coming within the company's scope 
is the issuing of policies against 
special risks, such as unrecorded debts 
of decedents, mecbanics’ liens, liens of old 
ground rents, mortgages, etc., and generally 
against all rieks attendant upon the mortgage 
or sale of real estate. The company also guar. 
antees the prompt paymeut of ground rents 
and interest; or, in other words, in euch cases 
as it may @pprove will pay the ground rent or 
mortgage interest on the days the same be- 
comes due, itself assuming the trouble and 
dgiay of collection. 

It is stated that the Chicago men who con- 
template interesting themselves in the scheme 
think that perhaps they may encounter as 
many difficulties in becoming established, but 
believe that there is room for just such an or- 
ganization, and that eventually it will suc 
ceed.

THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION... 

Away out in the southwest part of the city, 

ree or four blocks beyond the terminus of 
the Biue Island avenue railway line and near 
the corner af California avenue and Twenty- 
sixth street, there is a large, massive brick 
structure known officially as the Chicago House 
of Correction, and familiarly as the bridewell. 
The prairie in the neighborhood has not as 
yet been solidly built up in brick blocks. As 
Mark Twain's little nigger said, there would 
be a heap more people living out there if there 
wasn't so much land without any houses on it.

GEORGE A. GALE. 

The office would seem to be the ptace to get 
some statistics, and Mr. George A. Gale, Mr. 
Felton’s chief assistant, in the latter's absence 
volunteers to furnish ali.information.

Under the excellent care of 
Mr. Felton the House of Correction is seif-sus- 
taining. Prisoners are well fed, lodged, and 
clad, and with kind treatment, though strict 
discipline, they are required to earn the cost 
of their care. 

And now, baving gotten over this statistical 
mountain in the road of a pleasant descriptive 
article, the reader will be invited to step be- 
hind the bars, under the guidance of Mr. Gale 
and in company with a reporter for Tux Taln- 
ung and the artist. We pass through a halt 
dozen heavy-barred doors. We find them at 
every turn, and Mr. Gale carries a bunch of 
keys in his band for convemence in opening 
them. At last we emerge into the open court- 
yard. A broad brick walk stretches along the 
building.

The 
cells are tn long rows, of course, and all are 
locked or unlocked at once by means of a long 
iron bar which runs the full length, and is 
pushed along into place by means of 
and cogs at the ead of the row. The cells are 
furnished with one or two iron bedateads, each 
about two feet wide, with Straw mattress, 
sheets, and blankets. The @nly ventilation 
and heating are through the grated door. The 
prisoner eats his rations in his cell, and ali his 
time is passed there except when at work, 
with the exception of Sunday, when he can 
generally go to religious services in the chapel 
if be so wishes, Every day the cell-bouses are 
scrubbed from top to bottom. The stone floor 
is clean as marble, and even the iron bars and 
gratings are wiped free from dust. 

The squads begin work in the winter as soon 
as it is light enough. At this time of year it is 
7:45 o'clock, and they must work steadily until 
noon, when an hour is allowed for dinner and 
rest, quitting for the day at 4 o’elock or shortly 
afterwards. in the summer ten hours’ work a 
day ig required.

Upon 
the outside of the institution all is quiet, and 
nothing but the black smoke from the two tall 
smoke-stacks gives evidence of the swarming 
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the object ot the law was to make possible the 
employment of all convicted prisoners. A few 
only can be successfaily employed in jails. 
Jails are intended for the detention of persons 
held to await the action of grand juries, and of 
those who have been indicted and are awaiting 
trial. Houses of correction are intended for 
the care of prisoners convicted of violating 


“municipal iaw, and also such misdemeanants 


and those of the crime class as must of neces- 
sity but for the existence of houses of correc- 
tion be confined in jails. Prisoners from the 
municipal courté are committed for the non- 
payment of fines only; and they cannot be suc- 
cessfully employed at any prison industry 
without the aid. of prisoners who are under 
definit terms of imprisonment; and such pris- 
overs can only come from the Criminal Court 
to this institution. They are indispensable for 
work requiring skilled hanas. City prisoners, 
with the aid of a sufficient number under sen- 
tence, can be employed at labor not requiring 
apprenticeship. The tontract of the city with 
Cook County was made solely with this fact in 
mind, and not with a view to makmg this insti- 
tution a mere jail Doarding-house in which 
criminals might pass their terms of sen- 
tence in vicious idleness. For the em- 
ployment of this labor the oity has es- 
tablished the principal industries of the 
House of Correction. Its workshops were con- 
structed, its machinery bought, and its con- 
tracts for furnishing labor wee made for that 
reason; and it is with these facilities that our 
institution is made a bee-hive without drones. 


FUND OF INFORMATION. 


No one can meet this quiet Mr. Gale without 
liking him. He is not tall, but be is solid. A 
comfortable bay-window that he carries around 
with him requires an extra yard ertwoof cloth 
in his vests. His biue eyes are quick, observ- 
ant, and kindly, but they can become as hard 
as steel when occasion requires it.

LAND-GRANT FORFEITURE. 
SMALL HOPES OF LEGISLATION AGAINST THE 
RAILROADS AT THIS SESSION. 

Wasninotor, D. C., Jan. 3.—(Special.]—Mr. 
Cobb, Chairman of the House Committee on 
Publie Lands, says there can be no agreement 
of the Conference Committee to which the bill 
forfeiting the Atlantic & Pacific land-grant 
was referred. The House bill declared the 
land forfeited, but the Senate amended it so as 
to refer the question to the courts for judicial 
inquiry and determination. The Senate con- 
ferrees stand to that amendment and the House 
conferrees will not yield, so that a disagreement 
will be reported. Mr. Cobb says this demon- 
strates that the Senate will notdo anything 
with the land-grant forfeiture bills. He also 
said: 

There are too many friends of the railroads 
in the Senate to get any legislation they op- 
pose through that body. Morgan has said 
that be means to offer an amendment to refer 
to the courts every forfeiture bill that comes 
up. In other words, he wants to empower the 
courts to do something which belongs solely to 
the legisiative power of the Government.” 

Judge Payson, speaking on this same sub- 
ject, said: “The Senate will probably insist 
upon its amendment. This means that there will 
be no legislation on the subject, as the House 
Will never recede from its position. The 
House holds that they have no right to turna 
matter purely of legislation over to the courts 
and have one man say whether or not a large 
tract ‘of public lands shall be given away to 
some railroad corporation—that the courts 
Have no right to lexislate. 


— he amendment of Mr. Morgan gives juris- 


diction to the United States Court to deter- 
mine all controversy concerning the rights in 
the lands, whether claimed by the United 
States or by any person or corporation, and to 
enforce any judgment it may render witb re- 
pet to the lands. It makes it the duty of the 
District Attorney to bring the proper suit to de- 
termine the title; authorizes any person or 
corporation not mae a party defendant but 
claiming an interest in the lands to present 
their claims in petition under oath, and gives 
the court jurisdiction to consider the case pro- 
sented by such petition. In case the decree 
shall be in favor of such petitioner, it may be 
executed the same as if the petitioner had been 
a party defendant. One provision of the 
amendment provides for a division of the cost 
between the United States and the parties de- 
fendant. Provision is made for an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The effect of the amendment, of course, is 
to divest Congress of its power to forfeit land- 
grants and to delegate such power to the 
eourts. If the Senate shall adopt such an 


amendment to all the land-grant | forfeiture 
bills the effect will be to prevent legislation.

A CONFERENCE HELD WITH SECRETARY OF THE 
TREASURY M'CULLOCH. 


Wasnrneron, D. C., Jan. 3.—[Special.}—In 
accordance with the agreement of Wednesday 
last those ititerested in the subject of modify- 
ing the existing regulations for the expcrtation 
of whisky in bond met at Secretary McCul- 
lor s office this morning” There were present 
the Secretary, Commissioner Evans, Chief Ly- 
man of the Internal Revenue Bureau, Senator 
Beck, Representatives Thompson of Kentucky 
and Broadhead of Missouri, and John Thomp- 
son of counsel for the distillers.

We say without hesitation that as the law 
and regulations now are, if the exporter is 
acting in good faith, upon the execution and 
acceptance of the export bond the spirits can 
now remain in the distillery warebouse during 
the time the bond is in force without any 
change of regulations, and all we ask is that 
the regulations may be made to conform to 
the law as construed by the Attorney-General, 
and collectors so inetructed, in order that the 
exporter may not be embarrassed in the 
exercise of his right by any apparent 
conflict with the department. It is not the 
duty of the department to rush the spirits 
abroad. They have so regarded it, and time 
has been allowed at Newport News sometimes 
as long as twelve months in warehouses there 
established. The department was then under 
the ‘supposition’ it bad no power to leave 
them at any earlier point in the progress of ex- 
portation. Now, as that right is clearly estab- 
lished by the opinion of the Attorney-General, 
we ask it to be exercised by such 
change as will redound to the con- 
venience of the exporter, without detri- 
ment to the Government. The Government 
should be thoroughly protected against fraud 
and expense, and when expense is increased the 


This will not leave the department 
witnout full power to discharge its duties or 
suspend it in any of its powers to collect the 
taxes. If exportation is notin good faith the 
remedies by distraint for tax, or by seizure for 
fraud, or suit on the bonds are all open to the 
Government and may be exercised at any time.

THE SPEAKERSHIPS. 

HAINES AND CRONKRITE ON THE GROUND. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 3.—[{Special.|—E. M. 
Haines of Lake and E. L. Cronkrite of Stephen- 
son arrived here this afternoon and immedi- 
ately proceeded to lock horns over the Speaker- 
ship. Haines has not yet decided whether he 
will go into the Democratic caucus, nor will he 
do so until fully assured that be will be made 
the nominee. There is no doubt but that he 
will be chosen, because without him the Demo- 
crats will be entirely helpless. This fact is be- 
coming hourly more apparent to the few Bour- 
bons who have found their way into the Oapi- 
tal, and none except Cronkrite’s particular 
friends calculate upon any other basis than 
that Haines will be Speaker. 

KIMBROUGH.

SHELBYVILLE, III., Jan. 8.—/|Special.|—The 
Senatorial problem is fhe leading question for 
discussion here as elsewhere. That John A. 
Logan should be his own successor in the posi- 
tion in which be has so long distinguished him- 
self is conceded by all Republicans of this seo- 
tion, and even some Democrats are frank 
enough to admit it. Many Republicans are 
discouraged at the prospect of a deadlock in 
the Legislature, and are fearful that the only 
outcome will be the defeat of Gen. Logan and 
the election of some milk-and-water individual 
to misrepresent the Prairie State in the United 
States Senate.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 3.—|Special. }—-There 
has been very little discussion of the Senatorial 
question today.

The Inmate of a Bay City, Mich., Re- 
sort Dangerously Beaten and Cut by 
a Strange. 

Bay Cirry, * 8.—[Special.j}—Lou Hall, an 
inmate of a house in this city known to the 


habitues as The Wild Rose.“ situated in the 


rear of Knight’s saloon, was brutally assaulted 
last night, anda man who gives the name of 
Stratton has been arrested for the crime. The 
woman’s head was crushed so that a part of the 
skull haspeen removed, and her throat, cheek, 
and one ear are cut. She says Stratton 
is the criminal. Stratton arrived at. the 
house where Lou Hall staid last Wednesday 
and remained with her there until arrested. It 
is claimed that in reality the Hall woman is his 
wife. This morning early he came out from 
tne bedroom in which be had slept, entered the 
barroom, and called for a glass of water, which 
was given bim. He sat down by the stove a 
few minutes, then called for a glass of whisky, 
which he drank. Trembling violently he sat 
down beside the stove again, elbows on knees 
and face buried in his hands. Suddenly aris- 
ing he said to the bartender: If you want to 
see a horribie sight go into the bedroom.” The 
bartender did so. and found the woman Still 
alive weltering in her own blood. 

It is said that yesterday Stratton gave the 
woman money and asked if she was in any 
trouble. She replied: ** Yes, I have been in a 
forgery case.“ He then told her she ought to 
be careful and asked: Where is your moth- 
er?“ She replied: “* At Fentonville.”’ Turning 
to Mrs. Dubay, a woman present, he said: 
Fou don't know who I am, but you will by 
tomorrow morning.” He also said he had a 
wife in Pennsylvania. Stratton is now in jail 
and refuses to talk. He is a haggard, 
dark-complexioned man with black whisk- 
ers. inmates of the house 
say that there was another manin the house 
during the night, but are unwilling to give his 
name. Stratton claims to hnow nothing of the 
murder, and to have found the woman covered 
with blood when he awoke this morning. A 
flat-iron was found in the room, also the knife 
with which the woman’s throat was cut. 

Two rings were found on the woman’s hand. 
One stamped inside “J. R., which she says 
Stratton gave her. The other is marked 
* Charles to Aug. 11-62."" The woman is about 
medium hight and 35 years old. She says 


Stratton told her yesterday that she would 


have to go away with him today.

THE GRAND JURY. 
MORE WITNESSES HEARD—IT TURNS THE IN- 
VESTIGATION OVER TO ITS SUCORSSORS. 


Only two witnesses were examined before 
the Cook County grand jury yesterday in con- 
nection with the bailot-box frauds. These 
were Mr. John MeKeogh; the attorney who 


was a candidate on the Democratic ticket for 


member of the State Board of Equalization, 
and Martin Hogan, the telegraph operator at 
the East Chicago Avenue Station. Neither 
witness added anything material to the in- 
formation of the grand jurors. 

Mr. MeKeogh said he was a resident of the 
Turner-Hal!l precinct, and was at the poll sev- 
eral times during the election.

OFFICER HOGAN. 

Mr. Hogan testified tha: he was on duty at 
the police station util 12, 0’clock election 
night, when he was sent down-town to find ovt 
how the returns came in.

station about 2 o'clock, and some time after- 


wards Hansbrough and another man whom be 
didn’t know “came in with a bailot-box, which 
was put under his desk. Several policemen 
were there at the time. He didn’t know what 
was in the box, and didn’t shake it to find out 
if there was anything inside. It was sealed 
with sealing-wax. He didn’t touch it, nor did 
he see any one else do so while he was there. 
He did not see the box taken away. 
THE REPORT. 


When the jurors got through with Hogan 
they discussed a number of ordinary cases. 

Foreman Chase then submitted a report 
which was agreed to unanimously. This was 
presented to Judge. Tuley in his court room 
soon after 1 o’clock. 

That portion relating to the fraud is as fol- 
lows: 

„Monday Dec. 29 the jury commenced its in- 
vestigation of the election frauds in the Sec- 
ond District of the Eighteenth Ward. The 
Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee was the 
first who was summoned. He declined to an- 
gwer the questions put to bim, and could not 
be prevailed upon to give any information that 
would enable the body to pursue the 
investigation from facts which that com- 
mittee was supposed to possess. The jury 
summoned other witnesses, however, and have 
up to the time of its adjournment examined 
some eighteen witnesses. The examination 


has not been concluded, and in consequence of 


the close of its term the jury is compelled to 
pass the matter to the next grand jury. This 
grand jury would res recommend that 
the next grand jury be at as early a date 
as possible in order that the examination may 
be continued and disposed of.” 


THE NEXT STEP. 


THE CASES IN THE UNITED STATES COURT MOT 
TO BE ABANDONED. 

It is quite likely that the January grand jury 
will be called together in a few days. The re- 
port about a special venue is probably an 
error, because the January grand jury has al- 
ready been drawn, those who compose it bemg 
as follows:

An Immense Amount of Candy 
Consumed by the Women of 
New York. 


Holiday Week an Unusually Dull and 
Gloomy One in All Classes of 
Society. 


The Latest Scheme of Fashionable People 
Seeking Amusement—Oruelty to 


New Tonx, Jan. 1.--|Special Correspond- 
ence,|—It has been a gloomy holiday season, 
and in only one shop on Broadway havel 
seen fairly-contented looks on the faces of the 
proprietors. e one exception is to be found 
ata noted candy shop. “New York women 
beat the world,” said a confectioner to me the 
other day, “for eating candy.” There is no 
doubt but this is true. There is no other city 
in the world where the candy-seller flourishes 
ashere. Evenon Broadway, where the rents 
are sO enormous that only firms of established 
position and backing can afford such an out- 
lay, the candy merchant, unheard of until yes- 
terday, boldly walks into a magnificent shop, 
and with an air of one who knows what he is 
about proceeds to spread forth his delectable 
wares and soon after to reap the benefit in 
dollars and cents without end. Every day in 
the year, at all seasons, warm or cold, 
stormy or clear, a well-known candy 
shop I speak of is for at least five hours of 
each working day besieged by an eager throng 
of ladies and children desirous of obtaining 
their favorit sweets. Every New York school- 
girl bas her weekly candy money, and would 
think herself terribly abused if it were sug- 
gested sbe could do without her daily bon-bons. 
The taste for sugar does not disappear, you 
may imagine, with short frocks or diploma; 
on the contrary, the rosebud débutanté is as 


devoted to her chocolate-creams as ever, only 


a trifle more fastidious as to where she eats 
them. The school-girl’ does not in the least 
mind being seen within the sacred precincts of 
Murray Hill indulging in the contents of her 
littie white-and-gold box. The society young 
lady is obliged to deny herseif this beautiful 
freedom of action, but she often manages to 
slip a praline into her pretty mouth while she 
walks demurely up the avenue. Yes, the girls 
absorb. their share of the sugared dainties, 
but the married women are by no 
means backward, and cling tenaciously 
to Boston chips and strawberry drops.“ 
If a woman shows a tendeney to stoutness, as 
go many Americans do, she soon learns to fear 
the effect of induiging her taste for sweets, 
andasin the case of Fanny Davenport—who 
says she was never without a box of candies in 
her pocket before she commenced the Banting 
system which bas so improved her—the strug- 
gie between the love of sugar and hatred of its 
cousequences ig a severe one. There are few 
women with* the courage of the actress, as a 
giance in one of the candy-shops will prove, 
for every third one of the patrons will, be 
noticeably stout. All Engiish women remark 
the babit our American women have of eating 
candy constantly. I remember Mrs, Langtry’s 
speaking a dozen times of the quantities of 
“sugarpinms”’ Americans ate. 

On Broadway I suppose there are at least 
tweoty or thirty fashionable candy shops, uot 
including restaurants, where sweet-meats are 
also sold. “In London I only recollect one shop 
in Regent street where they were to be ob- 
tained, and I could readily understand why En- 
giish women did not often eat them, for they 
were a punishment to the least fastidious pal- 
ate, Evenin Paris, where custom makes it 
imperative to present bon-bons on stated occa- 
sions to almost all the women and children of 
your acquaintance, there’ are only here and 
there shops devoted to theirsale. Thesé are 
often on a grand scale, but usualiy the boxes 
or bon-boniéres come in for the larger part of 
the magnificence. New York is the great city 


for chocolate creams and caromels, taffy, and 


buttereups. 

Soda-water is another weakness of the 
women of this vicinity, and all winter long the 
soda counter is besie y a supposedly thirs- 
ty throng of ladies, who step up for the glass 
of fizziing sweetness, which they drink either 
freezing cold or boiling hot as inclined. It is 
difficult to faney any concoction less palatable 
than hot soda, but it is much affected and ap- 
parently relished. A man never appears more 
out of place than at a soda-water fountain, 
unless he be on the working side of it, and 
there are few of the stronger sex brave 
enough to face the interested gaze of 
a score of women, who never take 
their eyes of him from the moment 
he deposits his little wet rubber check until 
the last swallow has been taken, and the un- 
happy drinker has fied from his critical audi- 
ience to the more congenial atmosphere of his 
fellow- men. But the solitary soda-water drink- 
er of the male specie is very rare, and usually 
the man with a fondness for the gaseous drinks 
is a candy-eater, a man with what is called “a 
sweet tooth,” great for desserts, and a champion 
pie-eater. If you take the trouble to notice 
you will find the male candy-eater is he who 
dotes on buckwheat-cakes for breakfasc, who 
follows this wholesome beginning bya luncheon 
of apple-dumplings, finishes his 6 o’clock din- 
ner with puddings and pastry, and is subject to 
headaches, whose origin no one can imagine. 


A DULL CHRISTMAS. 


Yes! New York has been gloomy and dull, 
and the holiday season bas been festal only in 
words. I never saw a more melancholy lot of 
people than the Christmas shoppers. Every. 
one went about looking bored and tired, the 
crowds were ili-natured and rough, so different 
from the food-tempered if boisterous throngs 
usual at the same season. Even the street- 
fakers seemed overpowered by the prevailing 
gloom, and the poor tramp who offered you a 
Solid gold wateh and chain for five cents 
did so in tones to wring the stoniest heart, 
while the youth who sdispenses “ preefumery 
at 10 cents a bottle, of which one drop he 
tested would preefume the whole horse,” 
made his oft-repeated appealin accents little 
short of a wail. At the’ dry-goods stores 
every one was so cross, the crowd so hateful, 
so rude, and pushing that it was 
dangerous for a child or evena delicate woman 
to venture into the maelstrom. Usually at this 
time of the yearif one wants to see the pros- 
perous, well-satisfied, and generously-disposed 
part of the Christmas shoppers one goes to 
Tiffany's, and there he will, if he remain an 
hour or so, gaze on the representatives of 
fortune, luxury, and, it may be supposed safe- 
ly enough, of satisfaction. At other shops the 
crowd is always more or less a mixed one, 
made upof rich and poor, aristrocrats and 
plebeians. The poor have no use for Tiffany's 
wares usually, and Tiffany has no use for the 
poor, that is certain. This year the crowd was 
as usual well dressed and luxurious looking, 
but not a bit more contented in face or gest- 
ure than the motley throng at the cheap shops 
on Sixth avenue. One of the cierks at the 
former shop told me ne had been 
fifteen years selling goods behind the counter 
where he now stood and he never remembered 
so doleful a Christmas season. Te very 
wealthiest of our patrons,“ he said, complain 
this year of being poor, and we never have 
sold such low-priced goods for gifts before.” 
Last year Mr. William Vanderbilt spent $30,000 
at Tiffany's the night before Christmas. ‘This 
year he was conspicuous by hig absence. Very 
few diamonds were bought, articles in price 
over a hundred dollars were the exception. 80 
the hard times have touched the pocket of the 
milifousire as well as the laborer. 

GAYETIES IN THE COUNTRY. 

Christmas in Gotham wasa distinct failure, 
as every one admits, but the country parties 
were successful to the highest degree, ana one 
likes to chronicle a return to such delightful 
old customs. In our affectation of the English 
there are some fashions to be thankful for, and 
the revival of country life and country pleas- 
apes is one of them. The “swell” 

ing nowadays is to get up 
one of those midwinter excursions. 
The host ana hostess, if not possessed of a 
country seat, make a choice of some nice little 
country hotel, generally one well known for its 
comfortable beds and good cooking, and not 
too faraway. This they charter for the time 
desired—‘hiat is to say, they secure the entire 
establishment, make arrangements for its 
being warmed, and, as there are always large 
fire-piaces in the Eastern country taverns, the 
huge wood fires are a conspicuous part of the 
interior decorations.

A LIVELY TIME, 

Col. Majendie, the Chief Inspector of Explo- 
sives, and a party of railway officials, reporters, 
and artists had a lively time this afternoon ex- 
ploring the tunnel in which the explosion took 
place. The railway traffic was not interrupted 
for the convenience of the distinguished ex- 
plorers, and they were obliged to do some live- 
ly dodging to escape the trains which were 
omg both up and down the lines with about a» 
minute’s headway. The explorers carried 


torches, with which they carefully inspected - 


the walls ot the tunnel. The only injury that 
was discovered was a trlangular indention in 
the masonry, about three feet from tne ground, 
and aweraging two inches in depth. Col. Ma- 
jendie soon decided that the explosive material 
employed was dynamite. 

SKETCHING THE HOLE—A NEW THEORY. 

The Graphic, Iuustrated News, and Pictorial 
Werld artists sketched thé hole with great 
celerity and the party retired from the tunnel. 

Mr. William Freston, a solicitor living at No. 
152 Euston Road, has a brand new theory re- 
garding the explosion, Mr. Freston, it seems, 
was engaged in the defense of Dr. Gallagher, 
and he says that the dynamiters unjustly sus- 
pect him of saving given information to the 
Government. He admits that he con- 
ferred with the prosecuting counsel, but 
claims that all he dia was done 
ih the interest of his client, and he indignantly 
denies the charge that he received a reward 
from the Government, Mr. Freston believes 
that his house in Euston road was the ob- 
jective point of the dynamiters’ attack. He 
says that he was standing at a front window of 
his residence last evening when be heard a 
sound like the discharge of a small cannon. 
Several seconds afterwards he beard a terrific 
report, and his house was convulsed by the 
shock. In another second he heard and 
felt a still greater crash, which caused 
him to tail to floor. Mr. 
Freston is still in a great fright, but it is no- 
ticeable that he is the only one of the many 
witnesses of the affair who heard more than 
one explosion. 

A BIG REWARD.

VICTIMIZEPBY A PRACTICAL JOKER. R

They 
failed to discover any signs of m ief and 
two of them were sent back to the station to 
reéxamine the informer, while the rest kept 
guard on the river.

EXCITEMENT OVER THE AOCRION OF THE 
THURLES CONVENTION. 

LONDON, Jan. 3.—[Special.]—Irish politicians 
are still much excited over the action of the 
Thurles convention yesterday in setting aside 
Mr. O'Connor, who was Mr. Parnell’s choice, 
nd nominating Mr. O’Ryan, an Independent 
Nationalist, as the candidate for Tipperary. It 
transpires that the proceedings of the ¢onven- 
tion were unusually stormy, that Archbishop 
Croke exerted his influence to the utmost 
in favor of Mr. O'Connor, and that the 
last-named gentieman was vastly disgust- 
ed with his rejection, and threatened 
to retire from Irish politics. Mr. Parnell pro- 
feases to be indifferent over the action of the 
convention, but it is undoubted that this split 
in Tipperary is a serious menace to the stabili- 
ty of the Parnellite party. It is regarded as a 
forerunner of other defections in various parts 
of Ireland, which may greatly reduce Mr. Par- 
nell's following at the next general election. It 
is said O Ryan was chosen on the ground that a 
Tipperary man was preferred. 

The United Ireland and the Freeman's Journal 
both published glowing articles about Mr. 
O'Connor as the next member for Tipperary. 


Everybody seemed to regard the question as 


decided until the County Convention League 
delegates met and Mr. O’Connor had made a 
speech, when Patrick O’ Ryan of Cashel, also an 
ex-suspect, arose and spoke in favor of his 
own candidacy, saying that Tipperary, in which 
district lies Cashel, was capable of choosing 
one of its own citizens. Thereupon Mr. O' Ryan 
was nominated by a considerable majority, 
THE NEXT CAMPAIGN, 

The Irish Nationalists are preparing for the 
next campaign with great activity and fervor, 
and are much pleased with the tone of their 
constituencies, especially in Uister, where they 
are making arrangements to elect Tories wher- 
ever they themselves have no chance.

AERIAL TORPEDO-BOATS. 

The scientific year begins with promise, and 
even balloon-races are talked of for the coming 
summer. The Paris papers yesterday pub- 
lished a descri ofu reported inyention of 
the ueronaut Godard, which, if really what 
is said should be realized, is likely to revolu- 
tionize modern warfare. The invention in 
question is an aerial torpedo-boat of 5,000 cubic 
feet which can be inflated in fifteen minutes, 
steered and stapped at the caprice of the 
balloonist, and is capable of avoiding the shot 
and shell of the enemy. It is so constructed 
that it could burl a ton weight of explosives on 
an army with impunity. The aeronauts with 
wbom your correspondent discussed the inven- 
tion were inclined to regard the most of M. 
Godard's reported statements as nonsense. It 
was inconceivable, said one authority, that a 
balloon ot the kind described could be so light 
as to rise above cannon range, and yet be able 
to carry anything like a ton weight of ex- 
plosives. Besides, he went on to 
say, even granting that M. Godard 
had the delightful freedom of movement which 
he says he has it 1s absurd to talk of hurling 
huge projectiles on an army. A few bottles of 
nitro-glycerine would suffice. 4 

FREDERICK GOWER’S INVENTION. 

Rumors of an invention by Mr. Frederick 
Gower having come to your correspondent’s 
ears, he pressed that gentieman today to give 
the details. Mr. Gower made the following 
statement: “It is true I have invented a 
balloon torpedo—not an aerial torpedo- 
boat, mind—which I trust will bring 
the existing systems oP warfare to a close. 
This, at least, is my prime object. I cannot 
yet explain my method fully. I am certain. 
however, that by utilizing a current of wind 
at an ascertained level in a known 
direction, and maintaining my aerial torpe- 
does on that level by automatic means and 
launching them in great numbers and in quick 
succession, that a terrible loss could be inflict- 
ed on an advancing army. Ineeed, it might be 
whiolly destroyed. The mere arising of a par- 
ticular current of wind would bring to an army 
the certainty of disaster in the absence 
of any power to reply to the attack. 
The fact that an attack is equally easy by 
night or day, and that the machines them- 
selves trequently travel at a hight at which 
their approach would be unprotected even in 
broad. daylight, could not fail to affect 
the morale of the most seasoned and dis- 
ciplined soldiers, The idea of aerial torpedoes 
in some form is not my own. I only claim for 
a given problem a practical solution. Since 
the Austrian ate@ck on Venice in 1840, all the 
Great Powers have studied the subject. The 
difficulty always bas been that to maintain 
the machines in air long enough to 
cover the ground over which it is required to 
travel it has been necessary to give them 
such a buoyancy at the start that they rose to 
a night at which they were liable either 
to lose the wind or encounter à cross 
current, bring them ck upon their 
senders. To be efficient balloon-topedos must 
be able to keep affoat at least half an hour. | 
give mine just sufficient tuo to keep 
them at the levelat which to vel. Their 
tendency to fall is resisted by an automatic 
discharge of their own ballast tiil the tendency 
is checked.

THE DUTCH POSSESSIONS IN NEW GUINEA. 

N. Jan. 3.—| Special. }—Political circles 
in are excited tonight over a rumor 
that Germany has already opened negotiations 
with the Government of the Netherlands for 
the purebase of the Dutch possessions in New 
Guinea.

Said one of them: For a 
week I had so much business in writing Christ- 
mas and New-Year cards that I had to engage 
an assistant, to whom I paid $10 per day. My 
sales ran all the way from $1 to $8 per dozen, 
and I worked twelve or fourteen hours each 
day, but my assistant only worked eight 
hours for his $10. After

LAST NIGHT'S PERFORMANCE VARIED BY THE 

APPEARANCE OF A SPECTATOR WHO ATTEMPT- 

ED TO DUPLICATE HER FEATS. 

The Lulu Hurst show at Central Music-Hall 
last night was apparently not a grand success 
from a financial standpoint, and in operation 
it was both gratifying and distressing to the 
management. After two umbrellas and a 
chair had been smashed, and the alleged 
“wonder ” had won the sympathies of the au- 
dience, a bold, bad man arose and asked leave 
to try the test from the opposit side—that is, 
by assuming all the magic powers of Miss 
Hurst, and asking her to assume the humble po- 
sition another had taken in the chair test. The 
manager said he could not consent to it. Then 
he asked leave to try with some one else. 

The manager objected, but the audience 
shouted: “Let him try.“ 

The manager demurred, and tried to twist 
out of the test. His speech was a fine speci- 
men of linguistic contortion. He thought the 
man who had paid his money to see his show 
ought to be contented with it, or he ought to 
go out and rent another hall. 

The individual advanced to the stage and 
said: “Will you not permit me to try if the 
audience requests it?“ 

The manager said he would give way to him 
for the rest of the evening, if he would like 
and the audience should agree to it, but it 
would not be fairto have him interrupt the 
performance to make a single test.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 
THE CHICAGO LEAGUE SENDS A COMMITTEE 
WITH A BILL TO SPRINGFIELD. 

About twenty of the members of the Civil- 
Service Reform League assembled in the club- 
room of the Sherman House yesterday, and, in 
the absence ot President Wirt Dexter, were 
calied to order by Mr. Franklin MacVeagh. 
The latter stated that the principal object of 
the meeting was to appoint a committee of 
energetic men whose duty it would be to go to 
Springfield and see that the bill looking to re- 
form in civil service be properly presentéd and 
pusbed. In the course of bis remarks Mr. Mac- 
Veagh said that reform was the leading idea of 
the incoming Administration. Today nobody 
laughs at such a bill, and yet when Hayes had 
attempted to bring about civil-service reform 
the people had ridiculed the idea as impractica- 
ble. Now, however, the times had changed, 
and the letter of the President-elect to George 
W. Curtis bad received as much atten- 
tion and profound thought as would 
one upon the subject of the. tariff 
or any other vital question. Civil- 
service reform bad become a recognized ques- 
tion in polities, and this tact was indubitable 
proof of the progress of the time. Some time | 
ago a similar bill to the one now before the 
the league was introduced into the Maryland 
Legislature, and, much tothe surprise of its 
opponents, 
not overrate the reform impulse of the Illinois 
Legisiature, but he felt woral certain that 
the bili when suitably amended by the ex- 
ecutive committee could be passed if the 
proper interest was manifested and suitable 
measures taken to push its adoption. There is 
plenty of evidence, said the Chairm that 
civil-service reform is a leading political ques- 
tion, and yet strangely enough it appears left 
to this league to push it.

HOW THE POOR LIVE. 
A WHOLESOME MEAL FOR TEN CENTS. 

Attracted by a rough crayon drawing of Ben 
Butler adorning a placard on which was writ- 
ten “The Boss Workingman’s Dinner for Ten 
Cents,“ a TrRipuNe reporter descended to a 
basement restaurant on West Madison street, 
determined to see for himself what sort of a 
dinner could really be served for 10 cents. The 
room had the ordinary appearance of the cheap 
restaurant, but it was cleaner than is usually 


smell that is so prevalent in places of this de- 
scription. Dinner was on when the reporter 
entered, and the room was crowded with both 
men and women. The men were all evidently 
ofthe decent artisan class, while the women 
w mostly work-giris trom the 8 
stores. Seating himeelf at a table next a 
spectable-looking woman, the reporter called 
for his 10 cents’ worth. in more aristocratic 
restaurants he bad been often obliged to wait 
for a quarter of an hour before he was served, 
but bere time was evidently money, for the 
order was hardly out of bis mouth before the 
meal was before him. The dinner consisted of a 
large bowl (not cup) of excellent coffee, as much 
bread as he could eat, that article being sup- 
plied ad libitum, and a good large cut of beef 
off the joint, with a fair share of potatoes. 
There was just as much as any healthy man 
would care to eat, and was as weil cooked 
and almost as cleanly served as at a much more 
pretentious restaurant—and all for a dime!

don't know what me and my sister would have 
done in these bard times but for places like 
‘this. You see, we sew sbirts for a living, and 
many times we only make $4 a week. I don’t 
take any breakfast, bat I come here and bave 
a good ‘fil-up’ for dinner, and then I have 
supper, so my board only costs me $1.50 a 
week. Me and my sister pay $2.50 for one 
room. So we've a little over at the end of the 
week.“ 

In conversation afterwards the proprietor 
said: I feed about 800 to 1,000 people a day; 
but not so many now as in summer, for when 
winter comes nearly all the lumbermen and 
dock hands go South. What profit do I make, 
did you say? Well, never more than a cent a 
dish; sometimes not that. It's the number we 
serve that makes it pay. It is a great mistake 
to suppose that the leavings of other restau- 
rants are used up in cheap restaurants. Come 
with me into the kitchen and butcher's pantry 
and I will show you.” 

The reporter accordingly followed the pro- 
prietor, and was astonished to see the neatness 
and order that prevailed. In the butcher's 
pantry were bung up joints of meat as good 
and as fresh-looking as one could wish to see. 
At last the visitor thought he would bave an 
opportunity of learning the mystery of 
„ash; so be requested the proprietor to in- 
form him as to the manufacture of that com- 
pound. “Nothing easier,”’ was the reply; 
“you see we make nothing aere but ‘ corned- 
beef hash,’ and bere is the corned beef that it 
is made from, at the same time taking up a 
piece of excellent corned beef from a barrel. 
After seeing it the reporter felt that he could 
order hash with safety, the dread of eating 
hasbed pussy cat being removed. 

„What class of people frequent 
place? 

‘*Chiefly mechanics and clerks. Somehow or 
another we never catch tramps. Now and 
again we get a stray one, but as a 
rule a tramp goes to a more expeusive 
place. I have bad customers commg here for 
years. Did you see that old man with gray 
hair? Well, he bas been a customer of mine 
for years. He was worth his miliion once, but 
he has often told me that he enjoys the dinner 
that he pays 10 cents for now better than he 
did the ones he used to pay as many dollars 
for. He bad dyspepsia then, but be hasn't that 
now. They may talk about the high rate of 
living in Chicago, but I don't think they have 
much to complain of whenaman can board 
well for $1.50 a week.

COMMISSION MEN. 
OUT AGAINST THE OPPRESSION OF 

THEIR LANDLORDS. 

At the first meeting of the Chicago Produce 
Exchange in its new rooms, corner of South 
Water and Clark streets, yesterday afternoon 
there was a full ‘attendance of members to 
consider the question of rents, it being claimed 
that the cruel landlords could not appreciate 
the depression in business. The following 
resolution was presented by Mr. Brownell and 
adopted: . 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association 
that a reduction in the price of rents far commis- 
sion stores is demanded by the general depression 
of trade. Also. that the attention of capitalists and 
owners of buildings on other streets than South 
Water be called to the matter with a view of en- 
larging the facilities for trade. 

A motion was carried that a committee be 
appointed to ascertain the practicability of 
other localities than South Water street and to 
interview landiords. Mr. G. W. Linn, Mr. A. 
Butts, and Mr. N. D. Crosby were appointed 
such committee, to report at a meeting next 
Saturday. , 

The following resolution was introduced to 
give vent to the feelings of the commission- 
merchants with regard to a landlord who for 
years bas rented a store to a merchant, but 
who, a short time ago, ousted that merchant 
without consulting him and gave the room to 
a saloonkeeper who had offered $500 a year 
more: 

Resolved, That this association condemn in the 
strongest terms the action of the landlord who 
rented the store for saloon purposes, occupied by 
an old and respected commission firm, at No. 128 
Water street; and that in the crowded condition of 
Water street there is no room for saloons. 

The importance of taking some steps to pre- 
vent irresponsible buyers from operating on 
the street and defrauding all with whom 
they came in contact, was brought up by Mr. 
A. L. Tucker, whosuggesttd that a fund should 
be made up to prosecute these fraudulent buy- 
ers. A committee consisting of A. L. Tucker, 
A. W. Merrill, and R. A. Burnett was ap- 
pointed to ey the foundations for the organi- 
zation of a Mutual Protection Society and to 
report next Saturday.

THR ART INSTITUTE. 

The Art Institute bas placed on exhibition a 
collection of sketches done recently by the 
students, which fills one of the galleries with 
perhaps 250 drawings. Compared with some 
examples from the Boston art schools in an 
adjacent room these drawings disclose most 
emphatically the difference inthe aims and 
methods of the schools. The Boston work is 
caceful, delicate, and, an enemy would say, 
cramped; the Chicago work being free, bold, 
and perhaps a trifle coarse.

Reduction in Grain Rates from All 
Stations in Iowa. 

At the meeting of the Genera! Freight Agents 
of the Western and Northwestern roads held 
at Milwaukee last Friday the question whether 
the Wisconsin Central is to be admitted into 
the Northwestern Traffic Association or not dia 
not come up for consideration. The object of 
the meeting was to consider the question 
whether a reduction in grain rates from Iowa 
points should be made. After a long discus- 
sion for and against the ition the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: * 

Resolved, That a reduction ot grain rates from 
Stations in lowa to Chicago and points common 
therewith be made as follows: Where the rate on 
coarse grain (ail grain except wheat) is 15 cents or 
less, the reduction on all grain shall be 1 cent 
per 100 pounds; where the rate is 16 to 20 cents in- 
clusive, 2 cents per 100 pounds; where the rate is 
21 to 24 cents, 244 gents per 100 pounds; where the 
rate is 25 cents over, 8cents per 100 pounds. 
: 1 rates will go into effect Monday, Jan. 

There will be no change in rates on flaxseed. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 3.—Ata meeting of 
representatives of railways operating in Iowa 
beld in this city, resolutions were adopted in 
accordance with the expressed wish of the 
General Managers of the several lines reducing 
grain rates from stations in Iowa to Chicago 
and points common therewith as follows: Per

Earnings of Milwaukee & st. Paul for 
Last Year. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 8.—({Special.}—The 
Chicago,’ Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Com- 
pany's review for 1884 shows that the extent of 
new mileage acquired by the road during the 
last twelve months has been small in compari- 
son with the acquirements of other recent 
years. There has been no acquirement of new 
mileage by purchase. The only building that 
has been done has been the completion of the 
Ottumwa line, the extension into Fox Lake, 
and a short addition near Eau Claire, in all 
comprising only forty-four miles of new 
road. Only one bond issue was made by 
the corporation during the year, that which 
was made to secure a loan of $5,000,000 to be 
used in making terminal improvements. As 
yet only $3,000,000 of the new bonds have been 
listed. The corporation now owns and ope- 
rates 5,000 miles of railroad and gives employ- 
ment to over 20,000 men. The annual meeting 
of the directors will be held at the general 
headquarters, in this city, in June next. The 
statement of the earnings for the fourth week 
in December, closing the year, was made this 
afternoon, and amountea to $661,424, against 
$657,186 fer the corresponding week in 1883, an 
increase of $8,079.81. The earnings by weeks 
for the month of December, compared with the 
earnings for the same period during 1883, made 
public this afternoon, are as follows:

The 
retirement of President Mitchell and his faith- 
ful old Manager will mean very many changes 
in the personnel of the management.

Judge Gresham was engaged all day yester- 
day in hearing further arguments ou the ques- 
tion of the appointment ofa receiver for the 
Louisville, Evansville & St. Louis Railroad 
Company. An application was made to him 
three or four days ago, and he appointed 
George F. Evans, the Acting General Manager 
of the road, as temporary receiver, but inti- 
mated then that he would hear further argu- 
ments. Yesterday was consumed in discuss- 
ing the question as to whether there should 
be a separate receiver for the main 
line and what is called the Evansville 
Division, and as to who should be the receiver. 
The Evansville interest wanted a separate re- 
ceiver for their part of the road, and the Lou- 


isville interest asked for two joint receivers 
for the whole system. The Boston interest 
wanted Evans as receiver, the Louisville in- 


’ terest asked for St. John Boyle, and other 


bondholders presented the name of Gen. J. H. 
Wilson. The Judge finally decided that tne 
affairs of the road would be better managed 
in the hands of a single receiver for both d. 
visions, and reappointed Mr. Evans under a 
bond for $75,000. Mr. Evans bas been the as- 
sistant of the President, and in that capacity 
bas been managing the operations of the road. 
He is authorized by the Judge to pay 
all the claims for labor and supplies 
accruing within the last six months, and to 
take charge of the whole road with the usual 
powers of a receiver. The road is well papered, 
and is quite ripe for a receive, as the following 
figures show:

The road is 255 miles long, and runs west 
from Louisville, Ky., through the States of In- 
diana and Illinois to St. Louis.

The report deals exhaustively with 
the Detroit bucket-shop case, sho clearly 
that the relations which existea mn Mr. 
Milne and Lamphere & Co. were entirely of a 
straightforward ‘business character, and 
gives a hearty indorsement of the 


t as to quotations having 
been supplied by the Market Committee to 
bucket-sh there. It bad been clearly proved 
that out of 1. 100 telegraphic correspondents 
of the board Mr. Milne had only business rela- 
tions with two, and that he had suffered in 
business from the unflagging zeal with which 
he bad prosecuted his duties as Chai n of 
the Market Committee. The report concludes 
with a general exoneration of the Committee 
on Market Reports, and an exhortation to all 
directors and members to furnish the Market 
Committee with the earliest and fullest infor- 
mation of any violation of the regulations of 
the board by those receiving the quotations. 

The report was unanimously adopted and the 
committee thanked and discharged. 


OPPOSITION TICKETS. 
SEVERAL OF THEM PUT TOGETHER DURING 
THE AFTERNOON. 

About thirty members of the Board of Trade 
met in the Arbitration room at 1 p. m. to pre- 
pare an organization for the caucus to be held 
at 2 o'clock, and select an opposition ticket to 
that putin the field last Wednesday. An at- 
tempt was made to seoure the name of D. W. 
Irwin as candidate of the opposition for the 


Presidency, but that gentleman peremptorily 


refused to run against Nelson Blake. 

At 1 p. m. nearly fifty members appeared on 
the floor to attend the opposition caucus. 
Compared with the gaucus which nominated 
Nelson Blake and James H. Miine to the Pres- 
idency and Vice-Presidency last Wednesday, 
the gathering was a miserable ure. There 
was no enthusiasm, and the result showed that 
the opposition could have entertained no 
hopes of capturing the leading offices. The 
main interest centered in the selection of an 
opposition ticket of directors, it being pretty 
generally conceded on the floor that a much 
better set of men could be put up than those 
nominated on the regular ticket. 

E. B. Stevens, who called the to or 
der, was appointed Chairman and H. H. Rice 
Secretary. 

It was then intimated that D. W. Irwin, the 
intended nominee of the opposition for the 
Presidency, declined to serve, and the Chair- 
man deciared nominations in order. 

Julian Kune, in nominating E. Nelson Blake, 
said that they were not there to nominate an 
opposition ticket, but one that would win. He 
knew Blake would be elected. ,

Mapleson was obliged to strengthen his troupe 
by the engagement of Mme. Fursch-Madi and 
Sig. Giannini, the famous tenor from the um 
fortunate Milan ¢ompany. The popularity of 
the great contraito. Mme. Scaichi, remained un- 
dimmed, and all her performances were re- 
ceived with favor. Miss Nevada sang in 
“Lucia,” La Sonnambula, and Mirella.“ 
and, while her pretty voice and brilliant execu- 
tion charmed toa certain degree, she did not 
create that gregt enthusiasm that was expect- 
ed.

With a company as large as that of Mr. Maple- 
son's it was thought that be would introduce 
some stronger works, as well es bring out a 
num of new operas.

As yet 
there exist no hospitals to cure sach invalids, but 
some day there may be—they would not be the least 
useful—but until Rese quite other forms of bar- 
barism have to be managed and driven ander foot. 
Time is too short to treat this very interesting 
subject in extenso.”’

: Auber’s ‘** „ Massaniello.“ 

Dr. Damrosch brought out Auber's brilliant 
opera “ Massaniello” last week at the Metropol- 
man Operu-House with such @plendid scenic 


effects and with a dramatic power of repre-. 


sentation that made the work interesting in 
the extreme. It is a number of years since 
this opera was performed in this country. It 
was given in Chicago by a German com 

before the fire, but of course without 

attention to scenic display that is possible 
upon the large stage of the New York Opera- 
House. It was quite a natural undertaking 
for the company under Dr. Damrosch's direc- 


tion to produce this opera, for it has long been 


a tavorit with German singers, and even Wag- 
ner regarded itwith such a high opinion that 
he mentioned it in bis writings at great length. 
It is, of course, conceived in the Freneh mode, 
and much of the music is more brilliant than 
powerful, but is so tuneful in form and con- 
tains 60 many sweet melodies that it is very at- 
tractive to most opera-lovers. The oppor 
tunities for scenio display are many, and in the 
New York representation were weil managed. 
In the last act of the opera the eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius is pictured. In the distance 
a tine view of Naples was to be seen. The 
stage was crowded with picturesque groups of 
people, and a lurid atmosphere hung over the 
scene. When the smoke began to issue from 
the crater th effects of light were dazzling, 
and the flashing of the brilliant colors 
from the mountain made a beautiful 
giow r the entire stage. It & 

the completeness of the representa- 
tion as rewards the scenery and dramatic ac- 
tion was unprecedented in the operatic history 
of New York. Herr Schott was Massaniello; 
Signorina Isolina the dumb girl; Mies Bely, 
Elvira; Herr Kögel. Pietro; and Emil Tiferro, 
Alphonso. The batile scene was so well man- 
aged as to create great enthusiasm, and the 
chorus took such an active part in the action 
that a good ensemble was possible. The tenor, 
Herr Schott, sang out of tune, however, and 
some of the other artists won more praise for 
their acting than their smging, and yet there 
was so much that was enjoyable in the produc 
tion that the performance received an extend- 
ed commendation. The audience were 80 much 
pleased with the scenic effects that the stage 
manager, Herr Hock, was called out at the end 
of the third act.

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A Change in Government Discussed by 
Prominent Property-Owners. 


The Majority of Them Favor u Division into Two 
or More Villages.

It is conceded by all classes & citizens in the 
Village of Hyde Park that there is urgent ne- 
cessity for a change in its form of government. 
The question is merely whether the change 
shall be to city orga or to two or more 
separate villages by di At a meeting of 
the Board of Trustees a o be presented to 
the General Assembly opted and its 
passage urged, The text of the bili was pub- 
lished in Tun Tarsune of last Sunday, and, if 


it be passed, will make division possible. 


Yesterday afternoon a number of the largest 
property-ownefs of the village met at the office 
of George H. Leonard, in the Borden Block, 
for the purpose ot discussing the subject of a 
change. Among those present were: President 
O. W. Potter of the North Chicago Rolling-Mill 
Company, whose rolling-milis at South Chicago 
are the largest in the country; George M. Pull- 
man, President of Pullman's Palace-Car 
Company; Andrew Crawford, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Chicago & Western In- 
diana Railroad Company; W. B. Howard 
and Jonn B. Cohrs, President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Calumet & Chicago Canal & Dook 
Company; Horace Williston, Vice-President of 
the South Chicago Dock Company; W. A. Bond 
of Turner & Bond; O. 8. Taylor, Charles Cole- 
hour, H. N. Hibbard, Senator C. H. Crawford, 
ex-Senator L. D. Condee, F. W. Springer, W. 
H. Rand, John I. Bennett, ex-President of the 
Hyde Park Board ot Trustees, the Hon. George 
M. Bogue, Paul Cornell, H. T. Chace of Chand- 
ler & Co., and Messrs. Van Vlissengen and Van- 
dersyde. 

H. N. Hibbard was elected Chairman. Let- 
ters of regret were read from Presideat George 
H. Follansbee of Hyde Park, John R. Bensley, 
and others. 

Mr. Leonard explained the object of the 
meeting, and for the purpose of bringing the 
subject before the meeting offered thé follow- 


ing: 

| Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting that 
the best interests of the Village of Hyde Park de- 
mand a division of ite territory into two or more 
Villages, and that we will lend our influence and 
aid to that purpose. 

The Chairman briefly stated the situation. 
The village was the largest in the world, its in- 
habitants of diverse, if not 

ANTAGONISTIC, INTERESTS, 
the government too weighty to be performed 
by six trustees with their own private business 
on their hands, and a change was necessary. 

D. S. Taylor of South Chicago was called 
upon to state his objections to division. He 
gaid he wanted first to hear arguments in favor 
of it. A division of territory and bonded debt 
seemed unfair, since the bonded debt of 
$500,000 bad been incurred previous to 1871, 
the money all expended in the North End, and 
South Chicago called upon to bear her share of 
the interest since that date. 

Mr. Leonard said that the burden of govern- 
ment was too beavy upon six trustees. A 
change was coming either to city organization 
or division. The six trustees might now be 
elected from one block. and their appointment 
to different localities was only by courtesy. 
As the South End increased ‘in population it 
would seek to control the others, and if any 
section controlled the other sections it would 
be at the cost of the sections controlled. It 
was now a fitting time to take precautions. 
Division could be carried out if the people 
wilied it. Mr. Taylor was right about the 
bonded indebtedness, but more money bad 
been spent in the South End than had been 
paid in taxation by it. 

George M. Pullman said that he was nota 
resident of the village, but had property inter- 
ests init. He assumed that every @itizen be- 
lieved that its government should for the 
greatest good of the greatest number and the 
prosperity of the whole village. The territory 
was too large and the igterests of its inbabit- 
ants too diverse for the present form of gov- 
ernment. There should be a larger legisiative 
body, or else they should be paid for exclusive 
devotion to the interests of the village. It was 
eonceded everywhere that Hyde Park would 
goon he noted for the magnitude of its manu- 
facturing interests, on account of the superior- 
ity of its advantages to any location in this 
part of the country. form of government 
should therefore be most favorable to 
manufacturers and capitalists. In talking with 
large cap,taliste in other cities, who had re- 
golved to locate in the vicinity of Chicago, their 
first question was about the government. They 
were afraid of cities. City governments were 
corrupt. It would be a fatal blow to the devel- 
opment of Hyde Park to assume a city organi- 
gation. On the other band,

and low taxation. It would create a healthy 
competition between South Chicago and Pull- 
man in inducing manufacturers to locate. He 
had no objections to the bill as ‘proposed. If 
the citizens of the village wished division a 
way could be found. It was most important 
to be able to assure capitalists of good govern- 
ment and low taxation. 

Mr. Bennett bad come rather inclined to 
favor the adoption of a city form of govern- 
ment. A change was necessary. He had sup- 
posed division impossible; but the proposed 
bill had removed seemingly insurmountable 
difficulties. The provisions of the bill threw 

reat, responsibilities upon the Board of 

rustees, in they appointed appraisers 
and election judges and divided the débt and 
public funds. While he bad every confidence 
in the present board, there was an election in 
the spring which might result in the election 
of three corrupt men. Division could hardly 
be carried out before election, and 
the situation might become desperate in 
ease a poor board was elected. A 
draft of a bill providing that the present board 
be retained and six additional trustees elected 
might be made and upright procedure assured. 
This would enable the people to take their 
choice as to division and provide for either re- 
suit ot an election. Such a board could be 
trusted to divide the village and yet relieve the 
present burdens. As it was now, the whole 
people and the very diversity of interests 
served to defeat any one combination. If Pull- 
mar and South Chicago would be sure to elect 
a good government which should be an im- 
provement on the present one he was in favor 
of division. Pullman and the North Ena could 
elect good boards, but it was a question wheth- 
er South Chicago could do so. 

Mr. Potter said that he doubted whether a 
good board could be at once elected in South 
Chicago in case division were effected. Ifa 
majority of the residents of the village favored 
a change, then division was better than city or- 
ganization. Puliman was sure of good govern- 
ment; South Chicago not so certain. Through 
mistaken policy land had been put at so 
high a figure at South Chicago that the work- 
ing population was largely a floating one. 
When the time came that the men owned their 
own homes, as it would, good government was 
assured. In three years, he thought, good gov- 
ernment would be assured. He preferred three 
villages to one city. 

Mr. Howard was in favor of division. There 
was danger of bad government at South Chica- 
go if division were made and an election held 
immediately afterwards. If let alone the men 
would elect a good board; if influenced by the 
bad element there was danger. How far into 
8 this would obtain he could not say. 

general conversation ensued between 
Messrs. Pullman, Potter, and Howard. Mr. 
Pullman thought the influence of its neighbors 
would assure good government to South Chi- 
cago. He had secured work at reduced prices 
for the men at Puliman for the entire winter. 
Mr. Howard was doubtful. Mr. Potter said his 
company had paid out $1,100,000 in wages 
to the men; but land was high and few men 
owned their homes. If division obtained each 
village would give mere attention to its own 
government. 

Mr. Cornell favored division. He thought 
there was little danger of the North End being 
absorbed by the City of Chicago. The original 
village could act as trustee over the water- 
works. Mr. Bogue thought best interests 
ot the village would be served by division. 
There was more danger of the North End be-
